The original Alice of Lewi* Carroll1* immortal fantaiy entered «,0ew Wonderland when the liner Beren- 
gana dorked at New York on her last trip from England. Bui thi» time there was po White Rabbit, Mad 
Hatter or March Hare. Inctead, Alice, who U Mra, Alice Hargreavec, looked upon a Wonderland of tower- 
ing tlcyscrapen and (lender *pire» that seem to point to still another land that lie* above the cloud*. Mr*. 
Hargreave*, now 80 year* old, wa* the little girl for whom Lewi* Carroll created the land of beautiful 
nonsense teventy year* ago. Carroll told the story of Wonderland to Alice and her two lister*. But though 
the listers were content to hear the *tory from the lips of its creator, little Alice Liddell, fearful lest she 
forget a detail, insisted upon the dreamy professor of mathematics writing the story in a book for her. Thi* 
Carroll did and that same manuscript, penned to amuse * child wa* later sold for $75,000. Mr*. Hargreave* 
is here to attend the 100th anniversary celebrations of the birth of L«wis Carroll at Columbia University.
